I hope  the  good  pastors  will  not  allow 
anything  to  crowd  out  missions  for  the  nept 
two  months.  The  Foreign  Mission  Boatd 
will  have  to  receive  approximately  thrje 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  between 
now  and  the  last  of  April  to  come  out  free 
of  debt. 

We  will  have  to  pull  and  pull  all  together 
to  relieve  that  debt.  I believe  that  in  Mis- 
sissippi we  can  be  relied  upon  to  do  our 
part.  I am  beginning  to  hear  charmijig 
reports.

Home  Mission  Finances  up  to  March  1,  1911. 

For  a number  of  months,  indeed.. during 
the  entire  year  since  May,  our  Home  Mis- 
sion receipt*  have  been  behind  those  of  the 
previous  years.  All  along,  we  had  hoped 
it  would  be  changed,  hut  at  the  first  of 
March,  1911,  our  receipts  from  regular 
sources  were  $8,126.41  less  than  for  the  same 
period  one  year  ago.  This  gives  us  in- 
creasing alarm.  We  should  have  received 
by  March  1,  1911,  at  least  twenty-five  thous 
and  dollars  more  than  we  received  up  to 
March  1,  1910. 

An  Adequate  Explanation 

Brethren  have  asked  how  much  effect  the 
closing  of  our  books  two  days  later  last 
spring  had  had  upon  our  receipta  for  this 
year.  Ill  other  words,  how  much  money 
was  collected  by  that  postponment,  which 
would  not  have  been  collected  if  we  had  clos- 
ed our  books  on  April  30th.  The  point  be 
ing  that  such  excess  of  contributions  prop- 
erly belongs  to  this  year,  an!  that  our  sit- 
uation is  not  so  bad  as  aw*  think.  It  is  im- 
possible to  tell  how  much  our  receipts  wen* 
increased  by  the  delay;  since  as  soon  as  the 
brethren  knew  of  the  extended  time,  they 
at  once  began  to  retain  the  money  until  the 
last  day. 

Our  treasurer  doubts  whether  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  or  two  thousand  dol- 
lars.  at  most,  was  received  in  excess  of  what 
the  reeipts  would  have  been  had  we  closed 
on  April  30th.  At  any  rate,  here  w*  a re. 
with  our  appropriation  far  beyond  what  they 
ever  wrfv  and  our  receipts  over  eight  thous- 
and dollars  less  than  they  were,  which  puts 
us  between  thirty  and  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars heavier  in  debt  than  we  were  at  this 
time  one  year  ago.  Tne  brethren  are  kind 
in  their  effort  to  comfort  us.  but  we  beg 
they  will  cease  this  inadequate  explanation 
and  remember  our  peril,  which  is  real  and 
serious ! 

A Point  to  Be  Ouarded 

In  many  places  our  brethren  are  dressing 
regular,  systematic,  weekly  or  monthly  giv- 
ing to  missions  This  is  in  every  way  de- 
sirable.  We  ought  to  have  receipts  every 
month  by  being  regular  in  our  contributions 
if  the  brethren  hope  to  do  sway  with  our 
strenuous  campaign  during  March  and 
April,  when  four-fifths  of  our  money  has 
been  raised.  “ 

But  just  here  is  a serious  danger.  Sup- 
pose a church  is  accustomed  to  give  one 
thousand  and  two  hundred  dollars  to  Home 
Missions  an!  to  give  that  during  March  an! 
April.  That  church  begins,  we  will  say, 


regular  weekly  contributions  on  Jan.  1st, 
1911,  at  the  [rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  per 
month.  Bjf  the  eloae  of  the  Convention 
year.  April  jst,  we  would  receive  only  four 
hundred  dojlal*.'  Now,  what  about  the 
eight  hundred  dollars,  none  of  it  being  J*aid 
during  the  preceding  eight  months?  Here 
is  a deficit  [of  eignt  hundred  dollar*.  If 
one  hundred  churches  should  do  likewise,  it 
would  im-ati  a loss  of  eighty  thousand  dol- 
lars A relative  loaa  would  come  to  us 
wherever  agy  church  fails  to  make  up  the 
| deficit  at  tke  time  the  begins  the  regular 
weekly  or  lionthly  contributions. 

I*t  her  make  good 
the  deficit  whilst  she  carries  on  the  regu- 
lar contributions  If  a farmer  owed  a mer- 
' chant  eight)  hundred  dollars  on  December

pay  the  cirfit  hundred  dollar  debt  incurred 
on  tue  credit  ay  stem.  The  regular  weekly 

tr  monthly  system  cannot  be  inaugurated 
all  nt  once,  and  we  are  doomed  to  the  hea- 
viest debt  that  we  have  ever  had  at  Lie 
close  of  «•  .r  Convention  year,  if  the  breth- 
ren start  oO  the  weekly  or  the  monthly  p’s»i 
cf  giving  and  fail  to  bring  up  the  arrears. 
This  is  a most  serioua  mutter,  and  1 l>eg  the 
pastors,  laymen,  and  our  good  wom<*n  ev- 
erywhere to  eoiM  to  our  help.  I rejoice 
every  time  1 hear  of  regular  and  systems!  c 
giving  to  missions,  hut  let  us  make  up  the 
arrearage.  ( 

I^-t  us  make  good  at  thisJtinn*  and  bring 
things  even  at  the  close  of  our  Convention 
year,  then  be  ready  to  start  the  new 
year  with  renewed  purpoaes  to  inaugurate 
the  regular  eontributioiia.

Thoughtful  people  cannot,  fail 
to  loo  kupon  a banquet  where  wines  a|e 
served  as.  a most  unfortunate  ocenrrenne. , 
We  are  firmly  convinced  that  under  exist- 
ing laws  the  management  of  the  Edwards 
House  or  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  City  |f 
Jackson,  or  both,  are  justly  answerable  for 
such  doings.  z\s  Dr.  Gambrell  would  put 
heart -sickening  to  see  so  man  yChristinn  j>ej>- 
plc  lending  their  presence  and  influence  jo 
suhe  doings.

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is  clear  and  emphatic,  and  preempioriallv 
declares  and  proclaims  man’s  immortality 
It  is  a true  if  not  an  inspired  saying  that 
“Goi  created  man  in  the  image  of  his  own 
etc-nity.”  Genesis  2:7  says.  ‘‘And  the 
Lord  God  formed;  man  of  the  dust  of  the 
earth  and  breatAd  into  his  nostrils  the 
breath  of  life;  aifd  man  became  a living 
soul.”  Until  he.  received  that  inspiring 
breath  from  the  Almighty  which  brought  in- 
to action  every  organ  of  hia  being,  man  was 
only  a part  of  the  handiw’ork  of  God.  The 
brealh  of  God  created  and  formed  the  soul 
of  Adam.  The  soul  of  man  is  the  work  of 
creation.  Zach.1  JE:1,  “God  formeth  the 
spirit  of  man  within  him.”  The  soul  is  not 
an  impartation  of  divinity,  but  a creation 
suited  and  adaptCiFto  man’s  entirety.  It 
is  the  climacteric  act  in  the  great  scene  of 
creation.  Adam  ias  a lifeless  and  inani- 
mate form  of  dnsf  before  he  had  a soul. 
Hence,  soul  life  i.4  antecedent  to  animal  life, 
and  divine  life  antecedent  to  soul  life,  speak- 
ing relatively  of i Adam’s  creation. 

Metaphysical  science  concurs  in  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  above,  assertions  declaring 
“the  soul  builds  the  body,  and  not  the  body 
the  soul.”  In  *the  positive  and  absolute 
sense  of  the  word.  God  is  the  creator  of  the 
sold  or  spirit.  t , 

In  Hebrews  12:9  we  read,  “Father  of 
spirits.”  The  soul  of  man  is  not  the  pro- 
duction of  the  reproductive  powers  of  the 
human  race  because  the  soul  is  immater- 
ial. Enlightened  reason  and  research  and 
a careful  investigation  into  the  matter  of 
facts  conclusively  demonstrate  that  this  ma- 
terial cannot  produce  the  immaterial.

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Immortality  of  the  Bool. 

W.  E.  Fendley. 

That  the  soul  of  man  is  immortal  is  an  es- 
tablished truth.  The  terms  “soul”  and 
“spirit”  are  frequently  used  interchangea- 
bly in  the  Bible.  By  the  word  “soul,”  I 
have  reference  to  that  “immaterial,  active 
substance  or  principle  in  man  w'hereby  he 
perceives,  reasons,  remembers  and  wills.” 
When  I say  that  the  soul  is  immortal,  I mean 
that  the  soul  is  so  constituted  that  it  is  en- 
tirely exempt  from  death  and  will  live  as 
long  ss  God  lives  without  regard  to  place  of 
future  existence.  Evidences  to  substanti- 
ate the  inregoing  are  multiplied.  We  need 
not  -te  testimony  of  heathen  philosophers 
or  the  sages  of  antiquity  to  elucidate  this 
grand  doctrine.  The  inspired  word  of  God 
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cause  is  antecedent  to  effect,  as  previously 
demonstrated  in  the  matter  of  creation!,  does 
it  not  follow  logically  that  the  dissolution 
of  the  effect  produced  has  no  bearing  |>n  me 
cause  or  principle  that  produced  ti  e ef- 
fect! The  Apostle  James  was  aware  >f  this 
fact  and  declares.  “For  as  the  body  without 
the  spirit  is  dead.”  The  spirit  is  not, deal, 
but  the  body  is  dead  without  the  si+rlt  m 

The  Bible  teaches  according  to  Job  14 :22(j 
that  the  soul  is  in  the  body.  The  W.  is 
the  animating  power  of  man  s being.  3t 
is  the  chief  operator  of  the  physical  n,an- 
It  is  his  life.  Some  vainly  contend  that 
the  breath  is  the  life,  but  such  a belief  is 
the  hight  of  absurdity,  an  exhibition  j>f  pro- 
found  ignorance.  Creative  science  leaches 
that  breath  is  only  the  manifestation  jerf  lif«“- 
The  child  in  its  parental  state,  lives  but  does 
not  breathe,  so  at  the  separation  of  s.jnl  and 
body,  the  body  dies  but  the  soul  live*.  Lis- 
ten to  Elijah’s  prayer  in  raising  the  Widow’s 
son  to  life,  “I  pray  tbee  to  let  this  [child 'a 
soul  come  into  him  again,  and  the  js'Hil  of 
the  child  came  into  him  again,  and  hl>  re- 
vived.” I Kings,  17:21-22.  Theje  is  a 
parallel  case  recorded  in  Luke  8 j H,  r' 
Jesus  raised  the  ruler’s  daughter,  ‘‘And  h.  r 
spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose  straight- 
way.” In  these  two  instances  it  iij  mani- 
fest that  the  soul  had  left  the  body  ah  1 «s  a 
result  the  body  was  dead,  but  the  scjul  wai 
living. 

Moses  and  Elias  appearing  in  the  sjene  of 
transfiguration,  afforded  incontrovertible 
evidence  of  man’s  immortality.  Tboir  bod 
ics  had  been  dead  many  yearn  but  their  souls 
continued  to  live.  Jesus  taught  the  Jnimor 
tality  of  the  soul  in  Luke  20:38.  “for  He 
is  not  a God  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  [living; 
for  all  live  unto  Him.”  The  account  of  the 
rich  man  and  Lazarus  as  recorded  id  Lnk<> 
16  describing  their  condition  while  Here  on 
earth  does  not  close  with  reference  to  [wealth 
and  poverty,  but  Jesus  draws  aside  the  cur- 
tain and  beyond  the  confines  of  mjrrality 
we  see  the  rich  man  in  hell,  and  Lasarus  >s 
safely  folded  in  Abraham’#  bosom.  rThis  is 
not  a mere  figure,  but  a real  description  o 
two  men  in  two  separate  etemities.l  The 
language  of  Jesus  to  the  dying  malefactor 
bespeaks  the  certainty  of  the  future  li  c, 
‘‘Today  shalt  thou  be  with  me  in  l’aijimso. 
The  last  words  of  the  immaculate  Sonjof  God 
were,  “Father,  into  thy  hands  I eomhnt  my 
spirit.”  Stephen,  when  being  stejned. 
death,  expressed  his  confidence  in  imsnortal 
ity  and  said,  “Lord  Jesus,  receive  niv  spir- 
it.” Paul  in  II  Cor.  4 :16.  declares  the  dual 
being  of  man.  affirming  that  we  haje  ‘an 
outward  man”  and  also  an  inward  man. 
The  outward  man  perishes  but  thp  inwar 
man  is  renewed  day  by  day.  Again  m 
Cor.  5:1,  he  declares.  “For  we  know  that  if 
our  earthly  house  of  this  tabernacle  were 
dissolved,  we  have  a building  of  <f.od,  a 
house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  t « 
heavens.”  Again  in  Phil.  1 :21-25,  read. 
"For  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  diesis  gain 
but  if  I live  in  the  flesh,  this  is  the  fruit  of 
my  labor;  yet  what  I shall  choose  I Wot  not. 
for  I am  in  a strait  betwixt  two,  havxng 
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a desire  to  depart,  and  to  be  with  Const ; 
which  is  far  better,  nevertheless  to  abide 
in  the  flesh  is  more  needful  for  you.  And 
having  this  confidence,  I know  that  1 shkll 
abide  and  continue  with  you  for  your  fur- 
therance and  joy  of  faith.”  The  argument 
' presented  by  the  Apostle  in  these  words  il 
to  the  effect  that  the  body  is  merely  an  inn 
■ for  the  soul. 

The  Iyord  Jesus  revealed  to  Peter  the  fact 
I that  he  was  soon  to  move  out  of  his  clay  hut 
into  a mansion  in  the  sky.  The  Apostle 
whom  Jesus  loved  when  viewing  the  beauty 
of  the  celestial  world,  "saw  the  souls  of 
them  that  were  beheaded  for  the  witness  of 
Jesus,  and  for  the  \\  ord  of  God.  The 
bodies  had  been  killed,  but  the  soul  lived 
on.  These  souls  were  active  and  intelli- 
gent, and  cried  with  a loud  voice  saying. 
"How  long  0 Ii<trd,  most  holy  and  true  dost 
thou  not  judge  and  avenge  our  blood  on 
them  that  dwell  on  the  earth!”  All  these 
quotations  are  solid  links  in  the  long  and 
unbreakable  chain  of  evidence  proclaiming 
the  sublime  fact  and  inspiring  hope  that 
limn,  the  real  man  lives  beyond  the  confines 
of  time  and  mortality.

Inasmuch  as  my  article  on  the  subject 
published  in  the  Ihiptist  Record  February 


2nd,  under  the  title  of  “Mississippi  Baptists 
Prim.-  Need,”  may  have  provoked  it,  I have 
been  advised  to  give  my  position  on  the 
ipiestion.  A few  days  after  my  item  ap- 
pcared  in  print.  I received  a letter  from  one 
of  tlte  pastors  in  Hattiesburg  stnting  that 
iie  bad  read  it,  and  thought  it  had  the 
right  ring.  He  also  gave  me  a cordial  in- 
vitation to  come  to  his  church  and  to  pre- 
sent the  matter.  He  spoke  of  Mr.  Ta- 
tum’s 'iheral  offer  of  the  two  dormitories 
and  rumpus  formerly  used  by  the  South 
Mississippi  College,  and  other  considerations 
not  necessary  to  mention  here.  I wrote 
him  in  reply  thnt  I thought  Hattiesburg  a 
good  place  for  it,  but  ventured  my  opfnion 
that  the  State  Convention  should  authorize 
its  establishment  and  be  the  sole  owner.  T 
still  think  Hattiesburg  one  of  the  best  of 
locations  in  the  Stnte;  and  there  is  not  a 
man  in  the  State  more  anxious  to  see  it 
established  than  I,  but  I feel  sure  that  if  the 
State  Convention  takes  the  initiative  in  the 
matter  (provided  it  ever  does)  the  pas- 
tors in  other  sections  of  tke  State  will  feel 
the  responsibility  keener  to  raise  the  mon- 
ey to  establish  it  than  they  would  other- 
wise.
